To fA# CoM^res* of thp Cnit^d 

As you SMetnblc for the disefasr^ of the 
duties you bat'e assumed as ibe representa* 
lives of a free and fenerous people, your meet* 
Ing ia marked by an Impreaaire incident. With 
the expiration of the preaent aeasion of the 
Con^sa, the flrat century of our constitutional 
existence as a Nation will be completed. Our 
survi val for one hnndred years U not sufficient 
to assure us that we no lon^r have dangers to 
fear in the maintenance, with all ita promised 
blessinga of a government founded upon the 
freedom of tbe people. Tbe time rather ad- 
monishes us to soberly inquire whciner in the 
past we have always closely kept in the coarse 
^f safety, and whether we have before ua a 
Way plain and clear which leads to happiness 
and perpetuity. The citizen of our Republic 
tn its early days rigidly insisted upon full com- 
pliance with the letter of thia bond, and saw 
•tretchlng out before him a clear Held for indi- 
vidual endeavor. 

When the experiment of our Government was 
undertaken the chart adopted for our guidance 
Was the Constitutloo. Departure from the lines I 
there laid down is failure. It is only by a strict 
adherence to tbe direction they indicate, and 
by restraint within the limiUtlons they fix. that 
We can furnish proof to the world of the litness 
of tbe Americas people for self-government. 

The equal and exact justice of which we 
boast as tbe underlying principle of our insti- 
lutions should not be confined to the relations | 
of our citizens to each other. Tbe Government 
itself is under bond to the American people, 
that in tbe exercise of its functions and 
powers it will deal with the body of 
cmr citizens m a manner scrupulously honest { 
and fair and abeolutely Just. It has agreed 
that American citizenship shall be the only 
credential seceasary to Justify the claim of 
equality before tbe law and that no condition 
tn life shall git% rise to discrimination in the 
trestmant ot the people by the Government. 

In those days tbe frugality of tbe people was 
stamped upon their government, and was en- i 
forced by the free, thoughtful, and intelligent | 
suffrage of tbe citizen. Combtoatione, monopo- 
Uet, and aggregstions of capital were either | 
avoided or sternly regulated and restrained. 
Tbe iwmp and glitter of govenimenta less free 
offered no temptatim and presented no delu- 
sion to the plain people who aide by side in 
friendly competition wrought for the ennoble- , 
ment and dignity of man, for the solution of 
the problem of free government and for the 
achievement of the grand destiny awaiting the 
land which Ood had given them. A century 
boa passed. Our cities are the abiding plare.v 
of wealth and luxury; our manufactories yield 
fortunes never dreamed of by the fathers of tbe 
Republic: OUT business men are madly striving 
tn the race for riches, and immense aggrega- 
tions of capital outrun the imagination in the , 
magnitude of their undertakings. We view 
with satisfaction this bright picture of our 
country's growth and prosperity, while only a 
closer scrutiny develops a somber shading. 
Vpon more careful inspection we find the 
wealth and luxury of our cities mingled with 
poverty and wretchedness and unremunera- 
tive toU. A crowded and constantly increasing 
urban popuiation suggests the impoverishment 
of rural sections and discontent with agricul- 
tural pursnlta. Tbe farmer's son, not satisfied 
with his father's simple and laborious life. Joins 
the eager chase for easily acquired wealth 

M'c discover that the fortunes realized by our 
manufacturers are no longer solely the reward 
of sturdy industry and enlightened foresight, 
but that they result from the discriminating 
favor of the Government and are largely built 
upon undue exaction from the masses of our 
people. The gulf between employers and the 
employed is conatantly widening and classes are 
rapidly forming— one comprising tbe very rich 
and powerful, while in another are found the 
toiling poor. 

As we \iew the achievemenu of aggregated 
capital, we discover the cxistenoe of trusts, 
combinations and monopolies, while tbe citizen 
is struggling far in tbe rear or Is trampled to 
death beneath an iron beeL Corporations which 
should be the carefully restrained creatures of 
the law and the aer>'aDt8 of the people, are fast 
becoming the peo|Yle's masters. eon* 

gratttlatUkg ourselves upon the wealth and 
prosperity of our country, and complacently 
contemplating every incident of chan^ insep- 
arable from these ctmditions, it is our doty as 
patriotic citixens to inquire, at the present 
stage of our progress, how the bond of the Gov- 
ernment mads with the people has been kept 
and performed. 

Instead of limiting the tribute 
drawn from our citizens to the 

necestties of Hs economical admin- 

Istratimi. the Government persists in extracting 
from the substance of the people millions, which, 
unapplied and useless, lie donnant in its treas- 
ury . This flagrant injustice and this Iweach of 
faith and obligation add to extortion the danger 
attending the diversion ot the currency of the 
country from the iegitlmate channels of busi- 
nesa 

Under the same laws by which these results 
are produced, the Ooremment permits many 
milliona more to be added to the coat of the liv- 
ing of oor people and to be taken from our con- 
sumers, which unreasonably swell the profits of 
a small but powerful minority. The people 
must still be taxed for tbe support of the Gov- 
erument under the operation of tariff laws. But 
to the extent that the mass of our eitlzens are 
Inordinately burdened beyond any useful public 
purpose, and for tbe benefit of a 
favored few, tbe Government under 
pretext of an exercise of its taxing 
powers, enters gratuitously into partner- 
ship with these favorites to their advantage 
and to the injury of a vast majority of our peo- 
ple. This It not equality before the law. 

Tbe existing situation Is injurious to the 
health of our entire body politic. It stifles, in 
those for wboee benefit it is permitted, ail i>at- 
liotie love of ootintry and substitutes in Us 
pi ace selfish greed and grasplag avarice. De- 
voUoa to American ctUsenship for its own sake 
and fer what U should accomplish as a motive 
to our aatlous' advaacement and the happi- 
ness of all our people. Is displaced by the as- 
sumpUoD that the Ooverument, instead of be- 
ing the embodiment of equality, is but an in- 
strumentality throogb which especial and indi- 
Tldual advantages are to be gained. Tbe 
arrogance of this assumption is uneoneealed. 
It appears In the sordid disregard of all but 
personal interest tn the refusal to abate for the 
benefit of others one lou of selfish advanUge, 
and in combinations to perpetuate such advan- 
tagee through eSortsjUi control legislation and 
improper l y Inflaesee the suffrages of the poo- 
pie. 

ne (TiereiKee ot thoee aot Inclnded wilUn 
tbe circle of tbeeo beoeScleriee, when tally 
TCbllxed, vUl kurely eroato tirttattoo end dU- 
cootCDt. Oor Urmerx, lonx-taffcrtDg and pe- 
tloot etmcsUnc in tbe race of life wiui tbe 
bardent and anreintttliig toll will not fall to 
aec la spite of aiUrcprcsentatloa, aad mislead- 
iDg tallacios tbat tbey are obliged to acoept 
such prices tCr tbeir prodocu as are fixed in 
foreign markota where tbey compete with tbe 
tannera ot tbe world; tbat tbeir lands are de- 
rtlning ia TBln- while tbeir debts increase; 

' and tbat wltbont compensating taror tbey are 
forced by the action of tbe OoTerament to pay 
for tbe benefit of others snob eabaoced prices 
for tbe things they need thst the scanty re- 
tarns ot their labor fail to fnralsb tbeir support 
or leoTo DO margin for accumulation. Our 
worUagasen. eafranebised from all delusions 
and no kmger frii^tened by tbe cry tbat their 
wages are endangoted by a Inst rerisloo of onr 
tarifi laws, will reasonably demand tbrongta 
snob rerisioa steadier 'employment, cheaper 
means of Urtng lo tbeir bomea, freedom tor 
tbemsolros aad tbeir children from tbe doom of 
perpetual servitude, and an open door 10 tbeir 
adTancement beyoad tbe limiu ot a daboring 
class. 

Others of oor ciUxecs whose comforts end ox- 
peudilures are measured by moderate ealariea 
and fixed iacomes wlU inaiat upon the taimeaa 
and justnesa of cheapening the cost of Docesaar- 
iea for themaelree and their families. 

Whentotheaelfishneas of the beneflciaiiee 
of unjust disertOBLisatioa under our laws there 
■hall be added tbe dtseoDtent of those who suf- 
fer from au^ diaertmlaation, we wiU reaUse the 
fact that the bcneOoct pnipoeet of ear Oovom- 
a|co% deptpUcpl upofi tH and ooo- 



tentmont of obf pedplh, are endangered. 

Cemmunif m is a hatefiil thing, and a menace 
lo peace and organized government. But thk 
Communism bt rambinefi Irealih and ckpitad, 
Ihe outgrowth of overweening cupidity and ael- 
flshness, which insidiuoualy undermines the 
Justice and integrity of free institutions. Is not 
less dangerous than the communism of ox>- 
pressed poverty and toll which, exasperated by 
injustice and discontent attacks with wild dia- 
order 1 ho citidel of rule. He mocks the people 
who propoeet that the Government shall protect 
the rich and that they In turn will care for the 
laboring poor. 

A Just ahd sensible reVisAoh bi biir tariff laws ] 
khould be made for tbe relief of those of our 
countrymen who suffer under present condi- 
tions. Such a revision should receive the sup- 
fort of all who love that Justice and equality 
due to American citizenship; of all who realize 
\liat in this Justice snd equality our Govem- 
tnei'.t finds its strength and its power to protect 
the citizen and bis property: of all who believe 
that the coDtented competition and comfort of 
many acconl better with the spirit of our insti- 

tutions than colossal fortonea unfairly gatbei^ 
ed in the hands of a few; of all who appreciato 
that the forbearance and fraternity among our 
people, which recognize the valne of every 
American interest, are tbe surest guaranty of 
our national progress and of all who desire to 
see the products of American skill and ingenu- 
ity in every market of the worid with a resnlt- 
I itig restoration of American commerce. 

The necessity of the reduction of our reve- 
nue is ao apparent as to bb generally ooficed 
ed. But tne means by which this ehd shall 
be accomplished, and the sum of direct benefit 
which shall result to our citizens, present a 
controversy of the utmost Imrortance. There 
should be oo scheme accepted as satisfactory 
by which tbe burdens of tbe people are only ap- 
parently removed. Extravagant appropriations 
of public money with all tbbir demoralizing 
consequences, should not be tolerated, 
either as a means of relieving tbo 
Treasury of its present surplus, or as 
furnishing pretexts for resisting a proper reduc- 
tion in tariff rates. Existing eriis and Injustice 
should be honestly recoguized, boldly met and 
effectively remedied. There should be no res* 
sation of the struggle until a plan is perfected, 
fair and conservative toward existing indus- 
tries, but which will reduce the cost to consum- 
ers of the necessaries of life, while it provides 
for our manufsoturers tbe advantage of freer 
raw materials and permits no injury to the 
interests of American labor. The cause for 
which the battle is waged la comprised within 
lines clearly and distinctly defined. It should 
never be compromised. It is the people's 
; cause. 

It can not be denied that the selfish and pri- 
vate interests which are so persistently heard 
; when efforts are made to deal in a Just and 
ccraprcbensive manner with our tariff laws are 
related to, if they are not responsible for the 
senument largely preraUing among the people 
that the general government is the fountain of 
I individual and private aid; that it may be ex- 
pected to relieve with paternal care the dia- 
, tress of citizens and conunuoitiea, and that 
j from tbe fullness of its treasury it should, upon 
I the slightest possible pretext of prompting the 
general good, apply public funds to tbe benefit 
j of localities and ItMllvlduals. Nor can it be de- 
nied tbat there is a growing assump- 
I tion that, as against the Govern- 

ment and in favor of private claims 
and interests, the usual rules and limitations of 
I business principles and Just dealing should be I 
I waived. These ideas have been unhappily i 
I much encouraged by legislative acqalcsoence. 

Relief from contracts niade with tbe Oovern- 
I meot is too easily accorded in favor of the citi- 
zen; the failure to support claims against 
I the Government by proof, ia often supplied by 
j no better consideration than the wealth of the 
I Government and the poverty of the claimant 
Gratuities in the form of pensions are granted 
upon DO other real ground than tbe needy con- 
dition of tbe applicant or for reasons less val- 
id; and largo sums are expended for public 
buildings and other improvements upon repre- 
sentations scarcely claimed to be related to 
public needs and oecesaitioa. | 

The extent to which tbe consideration of such 
matters subordinate and postpone action upon { 
subjects of great public importance, but in- | 
voicing DO special, private or partisan interest i 
should arrest attention and lead to reforma- 
tion. A few of tbe numerous illustrations of 
this conditions may be stated. The crowded 
condition of the calendar of the Supreme ! 
Court snd the delay to suitors and denials of 
Justice resulting therefrom, has been strongly 
urged upon the attention of the Coogrest wi,h 
a plan fvr the relief of tbe situation approved 
by those well able to judge of its merits. While ; 
this subject remains without effeetive eonsUler- 
tion many laws have been passed providing for ' 
the holding of terms of inferior courts at places 
to suit the convenience of localities, or to lay 
the foundation of an application for the erec- . 
tiuD of a nea- public building. 

Repeated recommendatlous bare been sub- 
mitted for the amendment and change of the 
laws retatingdo our public lands, so that their 
spoliation and diversion to other uses than as 
homes for honest settlers might be prevented. 
While a measure to meet this conceded neces- 
sity of reform remains awaiting the Congress, 
many claims to the public lands and applications 
for their donaUons in favor of States and indi- 
viduals, ha%’G been allowed. A plan in aid of 
Indian management recommended by those 
well informed, as containing valuable features 
n furtherance of the solution of the Indian 
problem, has thus far failed of legislative sanc- 
tion, while grants of doubtful expediency to 
railroad corporationa permitting them to pass 
through Indian reservations, have greatly mul- 
Uplied. 

Tbe propriety and tbe necessity of the erec- 
tion of one or more prisons for tbe confluement 
of United States convicts, and a pcst-offlee 
building in the National Capital are not dis- 
puted. But these needs yet remain unans- 
wered, while scores of public buildings have 
been ereeted where tbeir neoesstty for public 
purposes is not apparent. 

A revision of our pensi<m laws could easily bo 
made, which would rest upon Just principles 
and provide for every worthy applicant. But, 
while our general pension laws remain confused 
and impertect. hundreds of onr private pension 
laws are annually passed, which are the sources 
of unjust discrimination and popular demorali- 
zation. ^ 

Appropriation billa for the support of tns 
Government are defaced by items and provis- 
lona to meet private ends, and it la freely as- 
serted by responsible and experienced parties 
th&^t a bill appropriating money for public in- 
ternal improvement would fail to meet with 
favor unless it contained it more for local and 
private advantage than for public benefit. 

And yet the people wait and expect from 
tbeir chosen representatives su^ patriotic ao- 
tkm as will advance the welfare of the entire 
country; and this expectation can only be an- 
swered try the performance of public duty with 
anselfish purpose. Our mi«wsion among tbe na- 
tions of the earth, and our succeas in aooom- 
plishing the work God has given the Ameriean 
people to do, require of thoee intrusted with 
the making and execution of our laws perfect 
devdtlon, above all other things to the public 
good. 

This devotion will lead us to strongly resist 
all Impatience of Constituttooal lim taiiona of 
Federal power, and to persistently check tbe 
increasing tendency to extend tbe scope of Fed- 
eral legislation into the domain of State and lo- 
cal Jurisdiction, upon the plea of subserving tbs 
public welfare. Tbe preservation of the parti- 
tions between proper subjects of Federal and 
local care and regulation is of such Importance 
under the OonstituUon. which is tbe law of our 
very existenco, that no eonsideratkm of expedi- 
ency or sentiment should tempt us to enter 
noon doubtful ground. We hare undertaken to 
discover and proclaim tbe richest blessings of a 
free Government, with the ConstituUon as onr 
guide. 

Let us follow the way it points out. It will 
not mislead ut. Aad surely no one who has 
taken opem himself the obligation to support 
sod preserve tbe Constitution can find justiflea- 
Uon or solace for dialoyalty in the excuse tbat 
he wandered and disobeyed In search of a bet- 
ter way to reach the publio welfare th^n the 
Constitution offers. What has been said is 
deemed net inappropriate at a time when, from 
a century's height, we view tbe way already 
trod by the American people and attempt to 
discover their future path. Tbe seventh Presi- 
dent of the United Btates^the soldier and 
statesman, and at aU times the firm and brave 
friend of the people^ln vlndicatioo of his course 
as tbe protector of the popular rights aad the 
tampion of true American citisensblp,decUred: 
'The ambitkm which leads me 
on is an anxious desire aad a 

fixed determiaation to restore to the 
people uaimpaired tbe sacred trust they have 
confided to my charge: To heal the wounds ot 
the Constitution and to preserve it from further 
violatioD : I 0 persuade my coontrymea, so far 
aa I may, that it is not in a splendid Govern- 
ment supported by powerful monopolies and 
artstoeratical establishments that they will find 
happiness, or their liberties proteetioa. but in 
a plain system, void of pomp— protecting all 
and graating favors to none — (^ponsiog its 
blessings like the dews of heaven, unseen and 
unfelt save In tbe freshness and beauty tbey 
contribute to produce. It is such a Government 
that the genin'* of our people requires, such a 
ooe only under which our States may remain, 
for ages to coxae, united, prosperous anitfree.** 

In pursuance of a constitutional prorlsioa 
requiring the President from time to time to 
give to the Oongress xnformation of tbe state 
of the Unioa.I have the satisfaction to annouooe 
that the close of the year finds tbe United 
States in tbe enjoymect of domestic tranquility 
and at peace with all the naUacs. 

Since mv last anot ml message our foreign 
relations bare been strengthened and Improved 
by performasoe of Interaatioixal good offices, 
aad by new and renewed treaties of amity, 
oommerce and reciprocal extraditloo of criml- 
asls. 

Thoee InternatioDal questions which still 
await setUemcDt are all reaeooablj ifithln the 
domain of amicable negotiation, and there is 
no existing subject of diepnta between the 
l^ted btfttps qpz 



not susceptible of sstisfactofy adjustment by 
frpnk diplomatic entieatment. 

The iiaestiODs between Grekt Britain and 
the United Stales relating to tbe rights bt 
American fishermen under treaty and Interna- 
tional comity, lo the territorial waters ot 
Canada and Newfoundland, I regret to say, 
are not satisfactorily sdjosted. These mat- 
ters were fully treated tn my message to the 
Senate of February SO. together with 

which a convention concluded under my au- 
thority with her Majesty's government on the 
I9th of February last, for the removal of all 
caused of misuhd^retaodtng. was submitted by 
me for tbe approval of the SbnatS. 

This treaty having been rejected by the Sen- 
ate 1 transmuted a message to the Congress on 
the fSd of August last, reviewing the trsnsac* 
liens, and submitting for consideration certain 
recommendations for legislation concerning the 
important questions involved. 

Afterward, on the 1^ of September, in re- 
sponse to a resolution of the Senate. I again 
communicated fully all the information In my 
possession as to the action of the Government 
of Canada, affecting the commercial relation be- 
tween the Dominion and tha United States, in- 
cladlng the treatment of American fishing ves- j 
sels in the ports snd waters of British North > 
America. The communications have sU been . 
published, and therefore opened to the khowl- 
edge of both Houses of Congfesi, although two 
were addressed to the Senate alone. Comment 
upon, or repetition of their contents would be j 
superfluous, and I not aware that any thing 1 
has since occurred Which should be added to the 
facts Ihereln stated. 

Therefore, 1 merely repeat aa applicable io > 
tbe present time, the statement which will be . 
found in my message to the Senate of Septem- ' 
ber IS, last: 'That since March 8, 1867, no case < 
has been reported to tbe Department of State 
wherein complaint has been made of unfriendly 
or unlawful treatment of American fishing 
vessels on the part of tbe Canadian authorPiCs, ’ 
in which reparation was not promptly and satis- i 
fSctortly obtained by the United States Consul- | 
General at Halifax.** Having essayed In the I 
discharge of my doty to procure by negotiation \ 
the settlement of a long-standing cause of die- j 

pute and to remove a constant menace to the 
good relations bf the two countries and eontiti^ 
ning to be of the opinion that the treaty of Feb* 
ruary last, which failed to receive the approval ^ 
of the Senate, did supply "a satisfactory, prac- 
tical and final adjustment upon a basis 
honorable and just to both parties of the diffi- | 
cult and vexed question to which it related;'* 
and having subsequently and unavailingly re- 
oommeoded other legislation to Congress which 
I hoped would suffice; to meet the exigency 
created by tbe rejection of tbe treaty, 1 now 
again evoke tbe earnest and immediate atten- 
tion of the Congress to the oondlUon of this im- 
portant question as it now stands before them 
and the country, and for the settlement of 
which I am deeply soUcitoua Near the close 
of the month ot October last, occurrences of a 
deeply regretable nature were brought to my , 
knowledge which made it my painful | 
but imperative duty to obtain, I 
with as little delay as possible, a new | 
personsl channel of diplomatic Intercourse in 
this country with the Government of Great | 
Britain. The correspondence in relation to this 
incident will in due course be laid before you, 
and will disclose the unpardonable conduct of 
the official referred to in his interference by ad- 
vice and counsel with the suffrages of Ameri- 
can citizens in the very crisis of the Presiden- 
tial election, then near at hand, and also la his 
subsequent publio declarailons to Justify his 
action, superadding impugnment of tbe Bxecu- 
tire and Senate of the United States, In con- 
nection with important questions now pending 
in controversy between the two Governments. 

Tbe offense tbns committed was most grave, 
involving disastrous posibUities to tbe good re- 
lations of the United States and Great Britain, . 
constituting a gross breach of diplomatic priv- 
ilege and an invasion of the purely domestic 
affairs and essential sovereignty of tbe Govern- 
ment to which tbe Envoy was accredited. Hav- 
ing first fulfilled the Just demands of interna- 
tional comity, by according free opportunity for 
Her Majesty’s Government to act in reliefer 
the situation, I considered prolongation of dis- ! 
cussion to be unwarranted, and thereupon de- 
clined to further recognize tbe diplomatic char- 
acter of the person whose continuance In such 
function would destroy the mutual confidence 
which is esaential to tbe gooi understanding of 
the two Governments, and was inconsistent 
with the welfare and aelf-respect of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

Tbe usual Interchange of communication has 
since continued through HerMaJcstJr's egniion 
m this city. 

M 3 ' endeavor to establish, by international 
co-operation, measures for the prevention of 
the extermination of fur-seals in Behring 
Sea have not been relaxed, and I have hopes 
of being enabled shortly to submit an effect- 
ive and satisfactory conventional project 
with tbo maritime powers for the approval 
of the Senate. The coastal boundary be- 
tween our Alaskan possessions and British 
Columbia, I regret to say, ba.s not received 
the attention demanded by its Importance 
and whieb, on several occasions heretofore, 

I have bad the honor to recommend to the 
I Congress. The admitted impracticability, if 
not impossibility, of making an accurate and 
precise survey and demarkation of the boun- 
dary line, as it is recited in the treaty with Rus- 
sia under which Alaska was ceded to the United 
States, renders It absolutely requisite, for the 
prevention of international Jurisdictional com- 
plications that adequate appropriation for a 
reconnoisance and survey to obtain proper 
knowledge of the locality and the geographical 
features of the boundary should be authorized 
by Congress with as little delay ss possible. 
Koowl^ge to be only thus obtatned is an es- 
sential prerequisite for negotiation for ascer- 
taining a common boundary, or as preliminary 
to any other mode of settlement. 

It is much to be desired that some agree- 
ment should be reached with her Majesty's 
Oovermnent by which the damage to life and 
property on the great lakes may be alleviated 
by removing or humanely regulating the ob- 
stacles to reciprocal assUtance to wrecked or 
stranded vessels. Tbe act of June Ifi, 1878, 
which offers to Canadian vessels free access to 
our inland waters in aid of wrecked or disabled 
vessels, has not yet become effective, through 
coDCorrent aetton of Canada. 

Tbe due nrotection of our citizens of French 
origin or descent from claim of military servioe 
In the event of their returning to or visiting 
France, has called forth correspondence which 
was laid before you at tbe last session. 

In the absence of conventional agreement as 
to naturalization, which U greatly to be desired, 
this Government sees no occasion to recede 
from the sound position it has maintained, not 
only with regard to France, but aa to all coon- 
tiies with whi^ tbe United States have not 
oonelnded special treaties. 

Twice within tbe last year has the imperial 
household of Germany been visited by death; 
and I have hastened to express the aorrow of 
this people, and their appreciation of the lofty 
character of the late aged Emperor William 
and tbeir sympathy with the beroUm under 
suffering of his son, the late Emperor Fred- 
erick. I renew my recommendation of two 
years ago for the passage of a bill for refunding 
to certain Oennan ateamahlp Unet of the inter- 
est upon tonage dues lilegally exacted. On ibe 
Itth of April last, 1 laid before tbs Bouse of 
Representatl'^ full Informstioa respecting our 
interests in Samos; and in tbe anbseqnent cor- 
respondence oo the same subject, which will be 
laid before yon in due course, the history of 
events in those Islands will be found. 

In a message sccompanying my approval on 
the first day of October last of s bill for tbe ex- 
clusion of Chinese laborers I laid before Coo- 
greas full information and all eorrespondence 
tonching the negotiation of the treaty with Cbl- 
na, concluded at this capital on tbe 18th day of 
March, 1868, and which, having been confirmed 
by the Senate with certain amsndiaents, was 
rejected by the Chinese Government This 
message ooctained a recommendatioo that s 
sum of money be appropriated aa eompenaation 
to Chinese aubjeots who have suffered Injuries 
at the hands of lawless men within onr Juris- 
diction. Such appropriation having been duly 
made the fund awaits reception by the Chinese 
Government 

It is sincerely hoped that by the cessation of 
the influx of this class of Chinese subjects, in 
accordance with the expressed wish of both 
governments, a oanae of unkind feeling has 
been permanently removed. 

On the 9ib of August 1887, sotifleaUon was 
given by the Japanese Minister at this Capital 
of the adjournment of the cooferenoe for the 
revision of the treaties of Jopou with foreign 
powers, owing to the objeotioo of his Qorern- 
ment to the provision in the draft Jnrisdiotional 
convention which required the submission of 
the criminal code of the Empire to tbe powers 
tn advance of its becoming operative. This 
notification was, however, accompanied with 
an asauranee of Japan's intention to continue 
the work of reviskm. 

Notwithstanding this temporary interruption 
of negotiations, it is hoped that improvement 
may soon be secured in the JurtsdicUooal sys- 
tem as respects foreigners tn Japan, and relief 
afforded to that country from the present undue 
and oppressive foreign control in matters of 
commerce. I earnestly recommend that relief 
be provided for tbe injuries accidentally caused 
to Japanese subjects in the Uland of Ikisima by 
ibe target practice of one of our vessels. 

A diplomatic mission from Corea has been re- 
ceived and tbe formal Interconrae between the 
two countries, contemplated Jbf the treaty of 
1ffiB,ls now established. 

Leglilative provlsioa ia hereby recommended 
to organize and equip consular eonrta in Cerea 
Persia has established dlplomaUo represen- 
tation at th*s capital and baa evinced very 
great interest in the enterprise and aehleve- 
menta of onr eitizena. 1 am therefore hope- 
ful that beneficial commercial relations be- 
tween the two euuntries may be brought about 
I aaoounce with atnme regret that Baytibas 
■gain become the theater of insurrection, dis- 
order and bloodshed. 1 be titular government 
of President 8alz>mun bew been Sorolbly over 
thrown, ar d he driven out or tbe eoantry ts 
France, where be baa since died. l%e tenure

Actions tbat has ensued since the expulalob Of 
President Salomon that no government eonsti- 
tnted by the win 6f tbe llaytien pc'oplo baa 
b^d feCbghized as afimlaUierlng responsibly ' 
the affairs of that oountr}*. i 

Our representative has been instructed to ab- 
stain from interference between tbe warring 
factions, and a vessel of our Navy baa been i 
sent to tbe Haytirn waters to sustain our Min- ! 
Ister and for the prot^tion of the persons and 
property of American citizens. Due precan- 
tiODS have been taken to enforce our neutrality 
laws and prevent oar territory from beooming 
the base of tnllitary supplies for either of the 
Ivafring fat^iions. Udder ^lor of a blockade, 
of which no reasonable notkt bad given. . 
and which does not appear to have been elfi i 
elently maiotained, a seizure of vessels under ' 
tbe American Cag has been reported, and. in 
consequence, measures to prevent and redress 
any molestation of our innocent merchantmen I 
have teen adopted. i 

Proclamation was duly made on tbe bth day ; 
of November, 1867. of tbe conventional exten- j 
slons of the treaty of June 3, 1873, with Hawaii. | 
under which relations of such special and bene- | 
firient intercourse have l<een created. \ 

In the vast field of oriental commerce now ' 
unfolded from our Pacific borders, no feature 
presents stronger fec<MDmendations for Con- 
gressional action thun the establishment of 
communication by sub-marine telegraph with 
Hoaolulu. 

The geographical position of tbe Hawaiian 
Group, in relation to our Pacific States, cre- 
ates a natural Inter-dependcDcy and mutually 
c f Interest which our present treaties were in- 
tended to foster, and which make close com- 
muoiiatioD a logical and commercial necessity. 

The wUdom of concluding a treaty of com- 
mercial reciprocity with Mexico has been here- 
tofore stated in my message to Congress, and 
the lai>se of time and growth 
of commerce with that close neighbor 
and sister Republic, confirm tbe Judgment so 
expressed. Tbe precise re-loration of our 
bounds ry line is needful, and adequate appro- 
priation is DOW recommended. 

It is with sincere satisfaction that I am ena- 
bled to advert to the spirit of good neighbor- 
hood and friendly co-operation and tonciUatlon 
that has marked tbe ebrrespondence and action 
of the Mexican aothorliles io their share of tbe 
task of maintainmg ImW and order about tbe 
line of our common boundary. 

Tbe long-pending boundary dfspute between 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua was referred to ray 
arbitration, and by an award made on the CiM 
of March last the question has teen finally set- 
tled to the expressed satisfaction of both of the 
parties in interest. 

Tbe Empire of Brazil, in abolishing the last 
vestige of slavery among the Christian nations, 
called forth the earnest congratuations of this 
Government In expression of the cordial sym- 
pathies of onr people. The claims of nearly ’ 
all other countries against Chili, growing out of 
her late war with Bolivia and Peru, have been 
disposed of, either bv arbitration or bv a lump 
settlement. Similar claims of our citizens will 
c<mtinue to be urg4*d upon the Chilean Govern- 
ment, and it is hoped will not be subject to 
further delsys . 

A comprehensive treaty of amity and com- 
merce with Peru was proclaimed on Novemlier 
T, last and it ui expected that under lu open^ 
tloo mutual prosperity and good understanding 
will be promoted. 

In pnnuance of tbe policy of arbitration, a 
treaty to settle tbe claim of Santos, an Ameri- 
can citizen, against Ecuador has been conclud- 
ed under my authority, and will be duly sub- 
mitted for approval of the Se iate. 

Like disposition of the claim of Carlos But- 
terfield against Denmark, and of Van Bok81- 
len. Hajrtl, will probably be made, and I trust 
the principle of such settlements may be ex- 
tended in practice under the approval of the 
Senate. 

Through unforeseen cansef, foreign to the 
wlU of both Governments, the ratification of 
the convention of December 3. 1^b5, with Ven- 
ezuela, for the rehearing of claims of citizens 
of tbe United States under the treaty of 1886, 
failed to exchange within the term provided, 
and a supplementary convention, farther ex- 
tending the time for exchange of ratification, 
and explanatory of an ambiguous provision of 
tbe prior convention now awaits the advice and 
consent of the Senate. 

Although this matter, in the stage referred, 
eoocerns only the concurrent treaty^making 
power of one branch of CongrcFS, 1 advert to 
it In view of the Interest repeatedly and con- 
spiciously shown by you, in your legislative 
capacity, in fnvor of a speedy and equitable 
adjustment of the question growing out of the 
discredited judgments of the previous mixed 
commission of Caracas. With every desire to 
do Justice to the representations of Venezuela 
in this regard, tbe time seems to have come to 
end this matter, and 1 trust the prompt con- 
firmation by both parties of the supplementary 
action referred to, wtU avert the need of legisla- 
tive or other action to prevent the longer with- 
holding such rights of actual claimants as may 
be shown to exist. 

As authorized by the Congress, preliminary 
steps have been taken for the assemblage at thia 
Capital during the coming year, of tbe 
representatives of South and Central 
American States, together with those of 
Mexico, Uayti and San Domingo to dis- 
cuss sundry Important monetary and com- 
mercial topics. Excepting In those cases 
where, from reasons of contlquity of ter- 
ritory and the existence of a border line 
incapable of being guarded, reciprocal commer- 
cial treaties may be found expedient, It is 
Heved that commercial policies inducing freer 
mutual exchange of products can be most ad- 
vantageously arranged by Indep- ndcnt but co- 
operative legislation. In the mode last men- 
tioned tha cootgpl of onr taxation for revenue 
will be always retained i.*i our own hands, unre- . 
stricted by conventional agreements with other | 
governments. i 

In eonformity also with Congressional au- 
thority, the maratlme powers have been invited 
to confer in Washington In April next, upon 
tbe practicability of devising uniform rules and 
measures for the greater security of life and 
property at sea. A disposition to accept on the 
part of a number of the powers baa already 
been manifested, and if the co-operation of the , 
nations cblefiy Interested shall bo secured im- 
portant results may be confidently anticipated. i 
The act of June S6, 1H81, and the acts amend- 
atory thereof, in relation to tonaged duties, i 
have given rise to extended correspondence 
with foreign nations, with whom we have exist- 
I log treaties of navigation and commerce and 
! have caused wide and regretabla divergence of 
: opinion in relation to tbe imposition of the 
duties referred ta These questions are im- 
portant and 1 shall make them tbe subject of a 
special and more detail oommunicatloa at the 
present session. 

With the rapid increase of immigration to 
our shores and the facUitlea of modern travel, 
abuses of the generous prtvllegoa afforded bv 
onr naturalization laws call for their careful 
revision. The easy and unguarded manner 
in which certificates of American citizenship 
can now be obtained bas induced a class an- 
fortonately large, to avail themselves of the 
opportnnity to become absolved from al- 
legiance to iheir native land, aad yet, by a for- 
eign residence, to escape any Just duty and con- 
tribution of servioe to tbe country of their pro- 
posed adoption. Thus, whUs evading tbe du- 
ties of citizenship to the United States, they 
may make prompt cla m for National protec- 
tioD and demand ita intervention in their be- 
hall International complications of a serious 
nature arlae, and the correspondenoe of the 
State Department diseloaes tbe great number 
and complexity of tbe questions which have 
been raised. 

Our laws regulating tbe issue of the pass- 
ports should be carefully revised, and tbe insti- 
tution of a central bureau of reglatratioD at 
the Capital is again strongly recommended. 
By this means full particulars of each case of 
naturalization tn the United States would be 
scoured and property indexed and recorded, 
and thus many cases of spurious eltlzen- 
ship would be detected, and dojust re- 
spODSlblll|les would be avoided. The re- 
organization of the consular service is 
a matter of scrioua importance to our National 
Interests. The number of existing principal 
eoDsular offices is believed to be greater than is 
at all necessary for the eonduct of public boa- 
iness. It needs not alter om* policy to maintain 
more than a moderate number of principal 
offleea each supported by a salary sufficient to 
enable the ineumbaot to Hve ia eomfort and so 
distributed as to secure tbe coorenlent super- 
vlsioc, through subordinate ageneles, of affairs 
over a oonsiderabte district. 

1 repeat the recommeodatioas heretofore 
made by me, that tbe appropriations for tbe 
maintenance of oor diplomatic consular service 
should be recast, thq( ths so-ealled notarial or 
unofficial fees which our representatives abroad 
are cow permitted to treat as pcnonal perqui- 
■ttet, should be forbidden; that a system of 
consular inspection should be instituted, and 
tbat a limited number of Secretaries of Lega- 
tion at Large should be authorized. 

Preparations for the Centennial celebration, 
on April 80k i860, of the tnauguration of Osorge 
Washington, as President of the United States, 
at the city of New York, have been made by a 
voluntary organizatioa of the citizens of that 
loeallty, and believing that an opportunity 
should be afforded for the expression of the in- 
terest felt throughout tbo eoantry tn this event, 
I respectfully recommend fitting and co-opera- 
tive action by Congress on behalf of tbe people 
of the United States. 

The report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
exhibits tn detail the condition of oor National

An indictment resulted in judgemennt 
against Tracy for (500.

Subjoined, we give a sketch from the 
pen of the venerable Samuel M. Duncan, 
of Nicholasville, written last week for the 
Journal of that town : 

I have just learned that the venerable 
Jonathan Jones died at his home in Mad- 
ison county on Saturday evening, Novem- 
ber 10, '88, aged 89 years and 28 days, and 
was buried at the cemetery in Lexington 
on Monday, the 12th uU. His death was 
a surprise to every one, ns he had been in 
good health for sei'eral years. Many of 
bis old friends and acquaintances in Jessa- 
mine heard the announcement with sor- 
rowful hearts. He had passed so far be- 
yond man’s allotted time on earth as to 
cause all his old friends to feel a keen in- 
terest in his welfare, with a hope that he 
might yet live many days even to the age 
of five score years. 

Jonathan Jones was the first child bom 
in Nicholasville in the present century. 
He was bom on the 35th of August in the 
year iSoo, in the Brown Hotel, kept by 
his father, Joseph Jones, who settled in 
Nicholasville a tew months before the 
birth ot Jonathan, who was the oldest 
child. 

Joseph Jones married Rachel Reynolds, 
daughter of Henry Reynolds, who was a 
native of Rowan county, N. C , and serv- 
ed four years in the rebel army under 
Gens. Greene and Marion in the Revolu- 
tionary war. He settled in Lexington 
about the year 1793, and in 1799 Joseph 
Jones was married to Rachel Reynolds by 
the Rev. John Shackelford, a Baptist min- 
ister who lived at that day near Elkhom, 
in Fayette county. By his marriage he 
was the father of twelve children, only 
one of whom is now living. This is Mrs. 
Pauline Beaumont, whose age is 74. 

Jonathan Jones, the subject of this no- 
tice, was married by the Rev. Jesse Al- 
verson to Miss America Bourn on the 36th 
of Jnne, 1826. She wai the daughter of 
the late Daniel Bourn, Esq., of Jessaminq 
county*, and eight sons and two daughters 
weie the fruiU of this marriage. His first 
wife died in 1S60. In 1861 he was mar- 
ried to Mary Anderson Denton, of Gar- 
rard county. In that eventful year the 
civil war in Kentucky was inaugurated 
and the war spirit fairly blazed throughout 
the Sute. Jonathan Jones, who liad all his 
life acted and voted with The States’ 
Rights Democracy, and five of bh sons 
joined the command of Gen. Morgan and 
did good lervicc on the battle fields of the 
South 'till the war closed. In the triata 
which fell to hia lot during the civil war 
he gave a noble example of patriotism and 
true manly courage and fortitude. He 
was taken prisoner of war when Gen. 
Morgan made hia famous and last raid in 
the war. He was then 63 years old, and 
passed through all the terrible sufferings 
and hardships of a youth, and like a sol- 
dier of the most sublime devotion and pa- 
triotism. He was the grand-fither of 
William T. Jones, our present Represen- 
utive. At all tiroes and in all places 
Jonathan Jonet was loyal to his convic- 
tions of duty, and throughout his long life 
be voted Democratic. He had a well bal- 
anced mind, not specially distinguished

A well-fed sheep likes the bit- 
ter taste of the wormy apple that the 
pig has to be half starved into eating. 
Besides, the sheep will go around 
nights and early in the morning after 
fruiL while the pig will lie abed uatil 
hunger forces him to get up. 

— One help to getting out of debt Is 
to make the farm produce as far as 
possible the family supplies. There 
are farmers in debt who depend on 
butchers for almost the entire supply 
of meaL This should not be. Others, 
who have large families, take no pains 
to have vegetables, fruit or poultry, 
and are even careless about a constant 
and regular supply of milk and butter. 

The matted-row system for straw- 
berries is pieferable, as the plants are 
thereby better protected in winter, but 
the stool system is better for securing 
large berries and for enabling the 
fruit-growers to cultivate the plants 
and keep down weeds. The matted 
rows require hand-pulling of weeds, 
and the grass also takes possession. 
Something depends on the kind of soil, 
however, and the two systems should 
bo tried together by way of cxpcrimenL 

— As soon as the seed leaves of 
turnips apjicar above the ground the 
young plants are liable to attack from 
the many-striped flea beetle. It is im- 
portant to keep a careful watch for 
this insect, or it may destroy the crop 
before its presence is discovered. 
Freshly-slaked lime, sprinkled upon 
the plants while the dew is on, will 
preserve them from Injury. The roots 
of the turnips are sometimes injured 
by the larva? of the cabbage fly. Whore 
superphosphates or bone-dust are used 
as fertilizers this insect is rarely to be 
feared. 

— Hay and oats, admirable as they 
are, according to good authority, rank 
among the dearest of any stock foods, 
and the farmer can try other materials 
which will do the same work for a 
great deal loss money, and it is to his 
advantage to do so if he has a knowl- 
edge of the properties of food, and can 
mix them for himself. Linseed, for 
example, contains the fat which is so 
necessary and in the cheapest form. 
Roughly speaking, three pounds pro- 
vide one pound of oil — really more 
than enough for a large cow — but it 
also contains some of the lean and the 
bread-like foods.

Sites for Farm Buildings. 

If you are in need of any new build- 
ing on the farm, before selecting the 
sites for them first think well over the 
object to be attained. A new ice-house 
should be located in the shade of a 
tree, if possible, and in a northern ex- 
posure, while the new cow-house or 
bouse should have just the opposite 
position. Especially should the hen- 
house be located on a southern expos- 
ure while the cow-shod should be 
placed on the south side of the bam to 
save all the heat that can possibly be 
gotten out of the sun in winter. These 
are things to always consider in locat- 
ing bouses on the farm, giving prefer- 
ence to the most important, but neg-

One Tliat Can Be BuUt at an Ezpenae of 
Tweoty-Flre IHillam. 

Such a building suitable for a dairy 
of 10 cows can be built at a cost of a 
trifle less than $23 This price is for 
lumber at $10 per 1,(X)0 feet at the mill, 
and does not include labor. Outside 
dimensions, 10 by 18 feet and 8 feet in 
height to the eaves. All the upr^hts 
are of one size — 2x10 — and set twineet 
apart, edgewise; the siding is nailed to 
one edge, the lining to the other, mak- 
ing a dead-air space of ten inches. 
The roof is of 1-inch stuff 12 inches 
wide and 20 feet long, laid like clap- 
boards lapping about an inch and a 
half on two by four rafters, set with a 
steep pitch, and is also lined. A par- 
tition of inch stuff is run through 
the center to the height of the eaves, 
making the ice-house eight feet squire, 
and the milk-room the same size. The 
floor of the ice-house which slopes to- 
wards ope comer of milk-room, is 
made of clay, rammed hard, covered 
with six inches of gravel and then 
with four inches of sawdust. The ice 
is laid directly upon this flooring and 
is piled up to the eaves and surround- 
ed with the usual packing of six 
inches of sawdusL Ventilation Is 
furnished by a small window in each 
gable end; and there is also a small 
square box ventilator in the center, 
and these openings are protected by 
fine wire cloth. Shelves can bo built 
against the partition for shallow-set- 
ting pans. In the comer of the milk- 
room toward which the floor of the 
ice-house slopes, is placed the tank 
for deep setting, which, to hold 
five or six five-gallon cans, should te 
20 inches wide; two feet six inches 
long; and two feet deep. This depth 
is sufficient to admit of a lid. The 
tank is an ordinary dry-goods box, 
caulked and treated to a coat of as- 
bestos, and sunk into the ground to re- 
ceive the drip from the ice-house, with 
an outlet in ^e bottom emptying into 
a drain, and closed with a plug. 

The cans are made by an ordinary 
tinsmith, of the best quality of tin, 8) 
inches in diameter; 19 inches deep 
with tight-fitting covers, and little 
balls of solder on the bottoms for legs, 
to allow the water to mn under 
them, and they have copper wire 
bandies and cost 75 cents apiece. This 
buUding is near the well, from which 
the tank can be filled if the drip is in- 
sufficient, or when it needs cleansing. 
The milk-room is lighted by an ordi- 
nary window, one sash being in the 
lining and one in the siding, the outer 
one being whitewashed or painted. I 
would prefer to have .this house built 
of brick or stone with a cemented 
floor and a tank of brick laid in ce- 
ment; but I give this 'is a possibility 
within the reach of every farmcF’s 
pocket If cno hr* a full flowing 
spring (he icc-house can be dispensed 
with and th? same tank and milk-room 
can be. used. — Cor. Rural Sew Yorker.
